S o, let’s say that you're a conservative political movement — 
after years of record -breaking deficit spending under 
a conservative president and Congress — formed shortly 
after the inauguration of the country’s first black president to, 
um, fight deficit spending, and things have been real tough lately.

Park, where — and this is very important — your organizers have 
rounded up every single non-white right-winger they could 
find and put them on stage, in front of God and everyone, to prove, 
once and for all, that the Tea Party and racism are not synonymous. 

After all, some of your best friends are black. 

Ofthe 13 speakers at Uni-Tea, co-hosted by the local Indepen- 
dence Hall Tea Party Association a nd explicitly designed to 
highlight the Tea Party’s diversity, eight were black and one was 
Hispanic.

SAFETY FIRST 

As ifthe widespread mouth -breathing, creaky carnival -ride nois- 
es, out-of-nowhere stops and occasional blackouts weren’t enough 
to work your cortisol levels into a frenzy every time you so much 
as tweet about a SEPTA train, here's anotherreason to pop a 
Valium before taking the El: Alstom Signaling Inc., the company 
that made the faulty track circuit blamed for a collision last year 
on Washington, D.C.'s Metro ine, which killed nine people and 
injured dozens more, also sells track circuits to SEPTA. 

Comforting, huh? Last week, the National Transportation 
Safety Board recommended that all of the transit systems using 
Alstom’s equipment — Metro, SEPTA, Chicago Transit Authority 
and many more — work with the company “to establish periodic 
inspection and maintenance procedures to examine all GRS audio 
frequency track circuit modu les to identify and remove from 
service” any that exhibited the same problems as D.C.’s. 

“We’ve always done that,”responds Richard Maloney. SEPTA’s 
director ofpublic affairs. Maloney also says that Washington, D.C.'s 
track circuits were 30 years old, and ours are, um, only 10 years 
old. The defect that led to the Metro accident — a track-circuit signal 
jumpedfrom a transmitter to a receiver, causing one train to not detect 
the stopped train it cradled into — is unique to the 30-year-old 
model, he adds: “That problem is not possible in our model ” 

But didn't Metro probably think the same thing before last year’s crash? 

“We’ve done tests . . . and ours just can’t do that

If you’re like us — and we wouldn’t wish that upon our worst 
enemy — you've spent the last few weeks in tinglinganticipation of 
the months-late, $80,000, city-commissioned Boston College study on 
the city’s Deferred Retirement Option Plan ( DROP), which City 
Paper con Iri butor Ralph Cipriano eviscerated in his recent inves- 
tigation [Cover Stoiy, "The Billion Dollar Boondoggle,” April 22] . 

Well, holy fucking shit: It’s here! And what’s more, now that an 
official document has stated the obvious — that DROP is an epic 
money-suck, costingusat least $258 million over the lastdecade; 
that's considerably less than the $1 b illion-plus impact actuary 
Joe Boyle calculated the program had on Philly taxpayers for our 
investigation, but hey, it’s something — Mayor Michael Nutter 
has channeled his innerpopulist and demanded that City Council 
eliminate the program once and for all. 

But before we take a victory lap — and really, with- 
out Cipriano's dogged pursuitofth is story, would DROPbeon 
anybody’s radar? Unlikely — let’s pause to rememberthat six City 
Council members, including Council President Anna Verna, 
are enrolled in the program, and set to cash in six-6gure DROP 
bonuses in 2011 or 2012. And even though any legislation that 
makes it through Council won't affect them, we somehow doubt 
Verna and Co. will effectively pronounce themselves the world 's 
biggest hypocrites by denying the same right to thousands of 
other city workers. In other words, this thing isn’t done yet.

“ “Let me see if I've got this straight: Here we are in the smoldering 

S ruins of an economy recently wrecked by Wall Street greed, in a 
« countiy where for 30 years almost all income growth has been con- 
15 centrated amongthe richest 1 percent of Americans. ...Meanwhile, 
| the Republican Party defends massive taxbreaks for the wealthy 
while blocking aid to the unemployed, fights bitterly against regu- 
lations designed to prevent a repeat of the Wall Street meltdown, 
blocks legislation that would at least require corporate and special 
interests to identify themselves when they invest in elections 
and does all that while proclaiming itself to be tire party ofthe little 
people. Do I have that right?” 

Unfortunately, yes. And if the polls bear out, the PartyofHellNo 
You Can't stands to be rewarded for its intransigence and corporate 
servitude with big electoral gains in November, as its politicians 
rail against the deficits they created and the high unemployment 
numbers their obstinacy prevents Democrats from counteracting. 

All the while, they deny the quantitatively obvious: The stimu lus 
and other efforts to avert economic collapse last year worked. 
Last week, for instance, The New I brk Times reported on a paper by 
a Princeton professor and the chief economist at Moody's Analytics 



that adds to a mounting volume of evidence that the Keynesians 
were right Without government intervention , the analysts asserted, 
the nation's GDP would be about 6.5 percent lower than it is. That 
would have meant the loss of an additional 8.5 million jobs, on top of 
the 8 million already lost to the Great Recession. 

ITlhere is little doubt that in total, the policy response was highly 
effective,” the authors wrote. 

Though politically unpopular, the policies of the Democratic 
Congress and Bush and Obama administrations in late 2008 and 
early 2009 prevented catastrophe. That the economy is still strug- 
gling doesn’t prove otherwise; instead, it highlights that, if any- 
thing, we should have gone bigger. But the point remains: It worked. 

If the neoreactionaiy Republicans had had their way, we'd be 
stuck in 1932. 

(And yet, the Republicans and 
their Tea Rirty acolytes think they 
deserve another shot at power. 
Pardon me while I roll my eyes.) 
This isn’t to say that Barack 
Obama and his Democratic allies are flawless. They’ve disappointed 
on a great many issues: Wall Street reform and the health care bill 
were watered down; climate-change legislation never got off the 
ground; progress has been infuriatingly incremental on gay rights; 
Afghanistan is still a mess; Guantanamo Bay is still open ; and so 
on . On the toughest fights, there’s a good case to be made that the 
president hasn't shown enough backbone. (On the other hand, much 
of the mediocrity can be laid at the feet of an insane Senate system 
thatenables obstinacy by requiring 60 votes to do anything.) 

But the Democrats' case this fall needn’t be merely pointing out 
the GOP's increasingly tenuous relationship with sanity, or the feet 
that the party of Lincoln has devolved into a Reagan-worshipping 
self-parody. The fact is, the White House and the 11 1th Congress

can also boast as impressive a resume as 
anything this side of the Lyndon Johnson's 
Great Society, imperfect though it may be: 
The stimulus, health care reform, Wall 
Street regulations, tougher environmental 
protections and the Lilly Ledbetter Fair 
Pay Act are all landmark achievements.

TUT, TUT, TUT. Tsk, tsk. Bad cops, bad cops! 

Anyone else wantin? Because it’s a rare occurrence — an oppor- 
tunity not to be squandered — when the chiefof police, the mayor, 
the District Attorney and even — can it bet — the Fraternal Order 
of Police (FOP) president give us all the go-ahead to let it rip on 
any members of Philadelphia’s police force. 

Indeed, the opportunity has presented itself after a Philly cop 
was charged last week with robbing the safe of Pat’s Cafe, a bar 
in the N ortheast — just a few weeks, of course, after three other 
Philadelphia police officers were charged with stealing and deal- 
ing heroin. “I’m personally pissed off,” Mayor Michael Nutter bold- 
ly told reporters and TV cameras after that heroin-dealing snafu. 
And after Officer Kenneth Crockett was charged in the Pat’s 
robbery, an “angry” Police Chief Charles Ramsey promised to root 
out corruption in his force. Even FOPPresident John McNesby 
chimed in: “You can’t be a policeman and ... a burglar. . . [or) a drug 
dealer, "he pronounced. The anger has been officially sanctioned: 
So go ahead and say it Ready now? Bad cops! Bad, bad, bad. 

Officials, after all, prefer these kinds of cases: They’re easy, 
clear-cut and they let them channel the public’s wrath on a few 
bad apples, then go quietly back to the business of quietly back- 
ing fee cops in the cases that aren't so tidy — especially when it 
comes to use of deadly force. Like 
in April, when police sprayed a 
playground with bullets — kill- 
ing fugitive Vincent Parsons, oh 
yes, but also terrifying the dozen- 
plus children present, according 
to witnesses, who also told reporters feat Pan 
ing to surrender. 

Or, for example, the disturbing number of cases in whi A police 
have killed homeless and mentally ill individuals. That describes 
at least three of fee eight fatal police shootingB in 2009. In April of 
feat year, 27-year-old Anthony Tbm pie — whose family says he was 
schizophrenic — was shot and killed by police when he allegedly 
tried to take a veteran officer’s gun. That July, police shot and killed 
an unknown homeless man who had been pressing the emergency 
call button in a downtown SEPTA concourse, after he brandished 
a box cutter at fee officers. Two weeks 1 ater, 22-year-old Baron 
Adams — also homeless — was killed on the front steps ofhis par- 
ents’ house after allegedly taking an officer's weapon. A few months 
later, police fired at, but did not kill, a “cinder block-wielding” man 
who was subsequently committed to a mental health facility. 

None of these instances, unlike fee current scandals, indicate 
malicious intent on the part of the officers — but they deeply 
trouble advocates for the mentally ill. And they troubled Ramsey 
enough to vow to provide better training to fee Crisis Intervention 
Team (CIT) police officers tasked wife dealing with the mentally 
ill — as well as 1,000 new Tasers, preferable to guns in such cases. 

Things seemed to cool down — until last Friday, feat is, when 
police were dispatched to a run-down block in North Philly where 
53-year-old Hany Bennett was behaving erratically and wielding 
a knife. As is supposed to happen, CIT was called out.

I empathize with the residents of the 700 block of Earp Street [A 
Million Stories, July 22], When I reported a housing code violation, 
the 31 1 operator questioned the validity of my complaint about 
the use of a single-family house as a rooming house.

WHEN 

MATTHEW 

BULLOCK, 

old convicted killer, fashioned a noose from a bed sheet 
that he wasn't supposed to have, secured it around his 
neck, tied it to thin steel bars in the face-high window of 
his solitary confinement cell, then sat down hard in an 
effort to break his neck and suffocate himself, it wasn't 
the first time he’d attempted suicide. In fact, according to 
a civil lawsuit filed in November 2009 by Bullock's par- 
ents against officials at the Pennsylvania Department 
of Corrections (DOC) and officials and state-contracted 
health care providers at the State Correctional Institution 
at Dallas (SCI Dallas) — where Bullock’s lifeless body was 
found hanging on Aug. 24, 2009 — Bullock, who had a long 
history of mental illness, psychotic episodes and auditory 
hallucinations, had tried to kill himself at least 20 docu- 
mented times in the decade before his 2003 incarceration, 
and several more times since. Autopsy photos taken after 
Bullock's suicide showed that his forearms were covered 
from wrist to bicep with scars, apparently self-inflicted 
by razors and knives. One scar on his right inner wrist 
appeared to be recent, with scabs only superficially formed 



The scars were both horizontal and vertical. Veins were 
crossed and traced while cuts intersected and mingled. The 
number of suicidal cuts in both arms was too high to count. 

Yet Richard Elders, DOC’s director of the Bureau of 
Health Care Services, wrote in a Sept. 2 report obtained 
by Bullock's parents' attorneys: “Offender Bullock did not 
give any indications that he was going to harm himself. 

. . There was no indication noted by staff members who 
regularly interacted with Offender Bullock that he was 
depressed and would take his own life.’’ 

Bullock's parents say that’s simply not true. In their 
lawsuit, they claim that not only had Bullock tried to 
kill himself while in custody on multiple occasions, but 
their son also had repeatedly told SCI Dallas’ corrections 
officers (COs) about his suicidal inclinations. The COs 
didn't ignore him, according to the lawsuit and written 
statements provided by fellow inmates: They taunted him 
— and actually encouraged him to take his own life. 

When he told COs of his suicidal tendencies, the lawsuit 
continues, prison officials moved him from a solitary cell 
that was within view of an observation camera to one that 
wasn't. Then, the lawsuit alleges, someone slipped him 
"instrumentalities which are commonly used to commit 
or attempt suicide” — a bed sheet, which suicidal inmates 
in “the hole” are not supposed to have — and COs “incited 
(Bullock) to ‘kill himself.’” 

After that, family attorney Shelley Centini says, Bullock 
was left alone for hours, though DOC policy mandates that 



inmates in solitary be checked on every 30 minutes. 

During that time, Matthew Bullock made good on his 
death wish. 

The Bullocks’ lawsuit not only raises the possibility that 
SCI Dallas COs played a role in Bullock's suicide. It also 
paints the picture of a prison system that is woefully ill- 
equipped for handl in g the mentally ill, and implies that, at 
least in Bullock’s case, it relied on a horrific solitary confine- 
ment unit guarded by abusive COs to sequester the insane. 

Additionally, according to the lawsuit, DOC health care 
contractors MHM Services Inc. and PHS Correctional 
Healthcare had “policies or customs includlingl providing 
the least amount of medical care possible to (SCI Dallasl 
inmates so that MHM and/or PHS could reap the largest 
possible profit.” (Citing the pending litigation, PHS and 
MHM declined to comment on the allegations. MHM vice 
president and general counsel Edwin Hightower points out 
that because MHM’s contract with DOC to provide inmates 
with mental health care is based on services provided, 

After the dosage of Bullock's antipsychotic medica- 
tions was decreased to dangerous levels, the suit says, 
Bullock attempted suicide inside SCI Dallas' solitary 
confinement unit. (Hightower could not comment on the 
specifics of Bullock's care, other than to say that MHM’s 
psychiatrists prescribe medications as they deem medi- 
cally necessary.) Bullock was denied food and water, and 
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crammed into a cell with “24-hour light and inoperable 
ventilation," the lawsuit claims. 

These claims of mistreatment mirror those in a report 
released this spring by a branch of the H uman Rights 
Coalition (HRC) called FedUpl, a leftist prisoner-rights 
organization headquartered in Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh. Titled "Institutionalized Cruelty: Torture at SCI 
Dallas and in Prisons Throughout Pennsylvania," the report 
alleges that COs at SCI Dallas physically abuse, assault 
and deprive inmates of “food, water, and other rights." 

Compiled mostly from letters inmates wrote to HRC, 
the report claims that COs in SCI Dallas’ solitary confine- 
ment unit — also known as the Restricted Housing Unit, 

suicide, and that prison medical staffers regularly deny 
inmates medications, surgery, hospitalization and other 
necessary care. It calls mental health care inside SCI 
Dallas “substandard," and says the system provides “a 
pretext for holding prisoners in prolonged, sometimes 
indefinite, solitary confinement," 

Bret Grote, an investigator with HRC, says SCI Dallas 



exemplifies a broken system. “The DOC is constructed 
to implement abuse . . . from the top down," he says. 
"Bullock’s case is just one example of that abuse.” 

I "SHUT HER UP" 

Matthew Bullock was no saint. On Jan. 1, 2003, he com- 
mitted the crime that would land him in prison for the 
rest of his life: the frenzied strangulation murder of his 
girlfriend, Lisa Hargrave, and the fetus she carried in her 
womb. By the time Bullock turned himself in to police, 
Hargrave’s body had been decomposing in the couple’s 
Wilkes-Barre-area apartment closet for nearly a week. 
Bullock told the cops that he’d blacked out and didn't 
remember strangling Hargrave. 

Prior to 2003, his criminal record was fairly mundane: a 
burglary charge at 18, a charge of receiving stolen proper- 
ty two years later, an attempted escape from the Luzerne 
County Correctional Facility two years after that There 
was little indication that he would turn into a killer. But 
there was also little doubt that he was troubled. 



At his murder trial, a defense psychiatrist testified that 
Hargrave's murder was set off by issues stemming not 
only from Bullock's severe menial illness, but also from 
more thnn a decade of drug abuse and the sexual abuse he 
suffered as a 5-year-old at the hands of his stepbrother and 
his stepbrother’s girlfriend. The psychiatrist testified that 
they forced Bullock to dress up like a girl, sodomized him 
and turned him into a sexual plaything. 

After these allegations became public, Bullock's step- 
brother, Brock Bullock, released a statement calling the 
allegations “malicious and untrue in all regards.” 

But Centini, a civil rights attorney for the Dyller Law 
Firm who represented Bullock at trial and is represent- 
ing Bullock’s family in its civil suit, believes them: That 
trauma, she says, haunted Bullock his entire life. He 
began using drugs at 13, and his family began to notice 
wild mood swings. Ho attempted suicide. At 15, his fam- 
ily committed him to a mental institution. Over the next 
decade, he entered in-patient psychiatric hospitalization 
and in-patient drug and alcohol rehabilitation more than 
20 times. He was diagnosed with impulse control disorder, 
major depressive disorder, dysthymic disorder, post- 
traumatic stress disorder, panic disorder with agora- 



antisocial personality disorder and traits of borderline 
personality disorder, as well as alcohol abuse and poly- 
substance dependence, according to the Bullocks’ law- 
suit. He also struggled with auditory hallucinations and 
psychotic episodes — particularly under stress. 

Then, Centini says, he would hear voices that told him, 
Go to hell. Go kill yourself. 

“They were kind of like command ha ll uc in ations,'' she 
says. “And then, almost every time that he would hear 
these voices, the next tiling that would happen was a sui- 
cide attempt or a drug overdose." 

Bullock stabilized on various antipsychotic medications: 
He held down jobs at Walmart, landscaping companies 
and at least one telemarketing agency. But like many 
on antipsychotic medications, he tired of side effects, and 
opted to self-medicate with alcohol, cocaine and heroin. 

Eventually, Centini says, he took up with Lisa Hargrave, 
a fellow addict. Hargrave marked a new beginning for 
Bullock. Though he would later lapse, he got clean when 
they discovered in June 2002 that she was pregnant. 
Hargrave was still struggling with addiction, Centini 
says, but Bullock confided in her: Hargrave was the first 
non-professional person — non-counselor, non-psychia- 
trist, non-psychologist — Bullock told about the sexual 
abuse he purportedly suffered when he was 5. 

On New Year’s Eve 2002, Bullock and Hargrave went 
to a party where there was an ample supply of cocaine 
and booze. They both indulged. Early the next morning, 
Centini says, Hargrave began smoking crack. Bullock 
asked her to slow down, but she didn't. They went to 
another party that night — where there was more blow.

Hargrave bought more coke before they led. Back at their 
apartment, she was still at it — snorting lines, smoking 
rock. Bullock started in on her, Centini says: "This is it. 1 
can’t believe you're still using cocaine. It’s like hours now. 
What the hell do you think you're doing?” 

After a scuffle, Centini says, Hargrave retorted: “Oh, what 
are you, the voice of the moral majority? You're gonna yell 
at me for using cocaine? Who do you think you are? I know 
who you are. You’re a 5-year-old little boy who likes to get 
dressed up like a little girl. You like to take it in the ass.” 

And that, Centini says, is when the voices in Bullock’s 
head returned: You know she's right. Shut her up. 

He choked her. Bullock later described the scene to his 
lawyer: “She's still struggling. She’s still moving. She's still 
yelling at me, she’s still taunting me, she’s still talking. The 
voices are still telling me these things,” 

Bullock taped Hargrave’s arms. He taped her legs. He 
taped her mouth shut. And he didn’t just tape her mouth 
shut once; he used the remainder of the duct tape roll and 
wrapped it around her head more than 30 times. Bullock 
claimed he had blacked out; at trial, the defense psychia- 
trist said Bullock had entered a state of psychosis. 

Bullock stuffed Hargrave’s body in the bedroom closet 
and went to sleep. 

I "THE TORTURE CELL" 

Of course, this version of events is secondhand: The 
only two people who were there are no longer alive. But 
the judge and jury seemed to have some sympathy for 
Bullock’s condition: After hearing Bullock’s history at trial, 
a Luzerne County jury found him “guilty but mentally ill” 
of third-degree murder in Hargrave’s death. (The accom- 
panying fetal homicide conviction was the first in Luzerne 
County, and one of few in Pennsylvania following the 
1997 Crimes Against the Unborn Act.) On Nov. 17, 2003, 
Common Pleas Judge Joseph AugeUo sentenced Bullock 
to 20 to 60 years in prison, with the direction that he 
“be transferred to a secure mental health facility for the 

DOC would not discuss Bullock's transfers or mental 
health treatment for this story; Centini says he was moved 
from the Luzerne County Correctional Facility — where 
he was treated with “good medications for the first time” 

— to SCI Camp Hill, generally thought of, along with SCI 



Graterford, as one of the most violent and raucous prisons 
in the state. SCI Camp Hill is part holding pen, part melt- 
ing pot: It’s generally where prisoners go post-conviction, 
while DOC figures out where to place them, 

Of Pennsylvania's 26 state prisons, several contain spe- 
cial needs units for those with mental or physical health 
care needs, but only one prison is officially designated 
as a mental health facility: SCI Waymart. According to 
DOCs website, Waymart houses “mentally disabled male 
inmates who require inpatient psychiatric care and treat- 
ment.” (As of June 30, SCI Waymart was one of only five 
state prisons not over capacity.) 

Despite the judge's orders that Bullock be placed in a 
secure mental health facility, Bullock wasn’t transferred 
to SCI Waymart. Instead, he stayed at SCI Camp Hill until 
sometime in 2004, when he was sent to SCI Huntingdon. 

From there, he was transferred to Waymart, where he 
stayed until early 2005. But then he was transferred back 
to Huntingdon for more than two years. 

About this time, Centini says, DOC stopped provid- 
ing Bullock with Seroquel, an expensive antipsychotic 
medication used to treat schizophrenia and bipolar disor- 
der. (Citing pending litigation, DOC officials declined to 
address this claim.) 

Centini believes Bullock was transferred from prison to 
prison because of his multiple suicide attempts. 

“The pattern that seems to have developed was that 
they would put him into general population somewhere, 
and when he would start to decompensate, they would 
transfer him to a place that has a special needs unit or 
a mental health unit,” she says. “He would start to show 
signs of improvement, they would put him back into gen- 
eral population, and the cycle would continue." 

Between 2007 and 2009, Centini says, Bullock was 
transferred to at least five different prisons within DOC. 
During this time, she adds, DOC's health practitioners 
would not provide Bullock with Seroquel even when he 
showed suicidal ideation, which he did frequently: Bullock 
attempted suicide as many as five times during this span. 

Last year, after Bullock's final stay in a DOC men- 
tal health facility, he received news that he would be 
transferred to SCI Dallas. This prospect frightened him: 
According to his parents' lawsuit, Bullock told prison offi- 
cials that one of the COs at SCI Dallas was a relative of 
Lisa Hargrave, his victim. 

SCI Dallas officials were aware that one of the COs 
guarding inmates in the prison's general population 
was related to Hargrave, Centini says, and at Bullock's 
request, they twice asked DOC to transfer Bullock. 

According to DOC deputy press secretary Sue 
Bensinger, prison superintendents have absolute discre- 
tion to reject prisoners’ transfer applications before pass- 
ing them along to DOC. That Michael Klopotoski, SCI 
Dallas' then-superintendent, sent Bullock's two transfer 
requests to DOC brass may indicate that he felt Bullock’s 



concern was at least somewhat legitimate. 

However, Centini says, citing DOC Office of 
Professional Responsibility records she obtained in dis- 
covery — but declined to release to City Paper — in SCI 
Dallas officials’ first attempt to transfer Bullock, they 
forgot to include the name of the CO allegedly related 
to Hargrave, so DOC declined the transfer. The second 
request was turned down due to Bullock’s “misbehavior” 
— “scratching his arm with a staple,” Centini says. 

(Because his name is not included in the lawsuit, his 
relationship with Hargrave could not be independently 
verified and he could not be reached for comment by 
press time, City Paper is not identifying that CO.) 

After Bullock requested the transfer, Centini says, SCI 
Dallas officials moved h im into administrative custody in 
the prison’s RHU while DOC processed his petitions. 

Here, Centini says, Bullock started hearing voices again. 
He scratched his wrist with a staple he found — which, 
Centini says, prompted DOC to deny his second transfer 
request. SCI Dallas officials then placed Bullock in disci- 
plinary custody — in a cell Centini calls the "torture cell,” 
which she says was outfitted with 24-liour lighting and 
no amenities except a tiny desk and a hunk of concrete 
to sleep on. Centini calls this transition “a punishment” 
handed to Bullock for again attempting suicide. 

I "TREATED LIKE ANIMALS" 

“Institutionalized Cruelty,” the Human Rights Coalition’s 
93-page report released this spring, details numerous 
allegations of inhumane, unsafe and vicious treatment 
inside SCI Dallas’ RHU at the hands of COs the report 
describes as some of the most abusive in the system. 

Walberto Maldonado, of Philadelphia, is serving five to 10 
years in SCI Dallns for drug-dealing charges he incurred 
in 2003. Last September, he wrote to HRC to protest the 
conditions inside solitary confinement, which, he said,“has 
become a chamber of cruel and unusual punishment . . . 
a torture camp "The hole resembles “a cattle ranch where 
people are tortured . . . then released back to society without 
a chance in the world due to being treated like animals." 

Wrote another RHU inmate, who requested anonymity 
for fear of retaliation by SCI Dallas COs: “The conditions 
are horrible. The cell was disgustingly filthy when I first 
entered it. There were stains on the walls and the bunk 

that looked like boogers/snot and dried blood Also, the 

cells have no windows and very minimal air circulation. 
[PlexiglasJ ‘spit shields' prevent air from flowing in cells.” 

He continued: “We are let out for one hour a day, Monday 
through Friday, for recreation which consists of being 
cuffed and led by a 'dog leash’ attached to the culls to an 
outdoor area where there are a whole bunch of cages simi- 
lar in size to our cell. We are placed one person per cage 
and left out there with nothing for one hour. This is where 
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some inmates smuggle containers filled with feces, urine 
and other bodily fluids and fling it on each other. 

"Some inmates actually undress, squat down and 
defecate into their hand and throw it like that. We also 
come out [three] times a week for a shower, which lasts 
anywhere from 5 to 15 minutes usually. Occasionally 
I’ve been left locked in the shower stall for close to an hour 
or more, obviously forgotten about. This is another area 
where inmates can throw feces, etc,, because they put [twol 
inmates per shower stall, next to each other only sepa- 
rated by a fence-like partition. Other than special circum- 
stances, these are the only times we come out of our cells.” 

This inmate told HRC that he hears constant banging 
on desks, beds and walls from inmates in the RHU — an 
unending barrage of noise. He hears loud sounds he can't 
identify, yelling from COs, and the screams of men shout- 
ing in mania from inside their cells. “Thankfully," he wrote, 
Tve never had an impulse to hurt myself, or at least a seri- 
ous one I should say. This place definitely makes you t hink 
about it though.” 

SCI Dallas Deputy Superintendent Vincent Mooney dis- 
misses these complaints. The claims, he notes, are purely 
anecdotal, and don’t come from the most trustworthy of 
sources. “Not only do Ithose prisoners] have a reason to lie," 
he says, “but we look into every grievance filed by every 
prisoner, and if there’s a problem with an officer or an 
inmate or a part of the prison itself, we fix it," 

I "WAREHOUSED" 

The debate over the propriety of solitary confinement is 
nothing new — it was even the focus of a recent Law & 
Order: Special Victims Unit episode. Many psychologists 
argue, as Craig Haney of the University of California at 
Santa Cruz did for Wired in April 2009, that “for some peo- 
ple, the actual experience of isolation is so painful that it 
generates an anxiety or panic reaction. People lose their 
ability to control themselves. They become uncontrolla- 
bly and sometimes permanently depressed in the face of 
this kind of treatment . Others become angry and unable 
to control those impulses.” 

A U.S. military study referenced in a New Yorker piece 
last May found that, “of almost a hundred and fifty naval 
aviators who returned from imprisonment in Vietnam” 

— many of whom were tortured for years — most “report- 



ed that they found social isolation to be as torturous and 
agonizing as any physical abuse they suffered.” 

Jules Lobel, a law professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh who has argued in federal court against pro- 
longed solitary confinement, wrote in an article on the 
subject for the University of Pennsylvania’s Journal of 
Constitutional Law in 2008: “One important aspect of 
human existence is social contact with others; such con- 
tact does constitute a basic human need.” 

Lobel argues that solitary confinement is no place for 
the mentally ill. “Many of the people that |prisons| con- 
fine to solitary are there because they have trouble con- 
forming in general population,” he says in an interview. 
“And they have trouble conforming because they’re men- 
tally ill. And so then they’re basically being warehoused 
in these solitary confinement facilities.” 

The theory in the United States, he continues, “is that 
you're supposed to take everything you can from a pris- 
oner — make his life miserable — so that he’ll want to get 
back into general population. But for mentally ill people, 
the problem is not that they don’t want to conform, but 
they can’t. Because they're mentally ill.” 

But what’s a prison system supposed to do with some- 
one like Matthew Bullock? 

“They're supposed to give them treatment," Lobel says. 
“But that’s antithetical to the philosophy most people 
have about prisons — which is that they should treat 
these people harshly.” 

■ "SAFE AND ORDERLY" 

SCI Dallas sits atop a giant hill in the suburbs of Wilkes- 
Barre, 120 miles north-northwest of Philadelphia. 
Jerome Walsh is its acting superintendent. (He took 
over after Bullock’s death; Klopotoski was promoted in 
November 2009 to regional deputy secretary of DOC. 

He declined to comment for this story.) “Our mission is 
to run this place like a small city,” Walsh says. 'It's got 
a cafeteria, workers, schools, places where inmates can 
worship and congregate. Our goal is to keep them safe 
and orderly." 

SCI Dallas houses about 2, 140 inmates, some 400 of 
whom are serving life without the possibility of parole. It 
has 119 beds in its RHU, but not all of them are filled, Walsh 
says. This is in contrast to the rest of the facility: SCI Dallas, 
which was built to house 1,750 inmates, is overcrowded. 

Mooney, SCI Dallas’ deputy superintendent, says pris- 
oners enter RHU primarily for thoir own protection, or 
if “they are a significant security risk” — either because 
they’ve attempted to escape or because they assaulted 
another inmate or a CO, or if prisoners have information 
about someone who has done something wrong. 

The prison's rules call for a 15-day stay in RHU for disci- 
plinary cases, which can be renewed another 1 5 days at the 
discretion of prison officials. Those in RHU for protection or 




other administration reasons can stay there indefinitely. 

SCI Dallas officials reject HRC's allegations of abuse 
inside their RHU. “We know what’s going on in our prison," 
Walsh says. “We take every allegation seriously. But we 
keep our investigations in-house for security reasons, and 
because it’s in our policy that we’re allowed to keep those 
investigations internal.” 

That means the complaints prisoners file against their 
COs aren’t public record. Moreover, while Bonsingcr, the 
DOC spokeswoman, says the department investigated the 
allegations in HRC’s report — as it does with all allega- 
tions of abuse, no matter the source, she says — it also 
means that neither DOC nor SCI Dallas have made pub- 
lic the results of whatever inquiries were conducted. 

Asked about the clnim in the Bullocks' lawsuit that 
Bullock was moved from a cell in RHU that had a video 
camera in it to one without a camera shortly before he com- 
mitted suicide, Walsh says the RHU has only one cell with 
a camera. Mooney adds that “there was a very good rea- 
son" why Bullock was moved into a cell not monitored by a 
camera, but he would not say what it was. Beyond that, the 
SCI Dallas officials declined to answer any more questions 
about Bullock’s death, citing the ongoing litigation. 

“It’s very easy to pick up on the bad things," Walsh says, 
“but the truth of the matter is that we run this prison as 
effectively as we can, and I think we do that job very well." 

I "IT FOLLOWS ME" 

A former inmate at SCI Dallas, Tom — not his real name 
— served less than a decade in various state prisons on 



sexual assault charges until his release a few years ago. 
He was in SCI Dallas’ RHU for several weeks in the late 
1990s, while awaiting a court hearing. 

After reading about Bullock's case last year, Tom con- 
tacted Centini to say he had experienced similar abuse. 

for this story.) His stint in administrative custody began 
on the RHIT s top tier, where he says he felt safe. But 
almost immediately, he was moved downstairs to a differ- 
ent section of the RHU — where a friend of his victim was 
working, he says. He believes SCI Dallas officials wanted 
to place him in harm’s way. (They categorically deny his 
accusation.) Tom says the ensuing three weeks were some 
of the worst of his life. The COs constantly told him to kill 
h i m self he says. They pounded on his door whenever they 
went past, searched his room frequently and refused to 
feed him, and when they did feed him, he says, they served 
his food with shit — literally, fecal matter — on his plate. 

“I’ve been in solitary a few times," he says. “And being in 
solitary is a terrible thing. But at Dallas, it was torture. I 
did not sleep. I did not eat. I still have nightmares about it. 
It follows me." 

At the same time, Tbm says much of the problem with 
prisoner abuse — and the continued use of solitary con- 
finement — lies with the inmates themselves. Some pris- 
oners file “frivolous grievances and lawsuits, tying up the 



courts and hearing boards, preventing legitimate issues 
from being addressed." 

But even then, he says, valid complaints likely wouldn’t 
go anywhere at Dallas: “[COs| have way too much power. 
And in some places, you got COs who just go to work then- 
eight hours. But at Dallas, it’s like a brotherhood. They 
combine as one. And if they want to stop you from saying 
something — or if they want you dead or gone — they will 
break you down" 

Prison officials did not allow SCI Dallas COs to speak 
on the record about Bullock's case. However, one CO who 
works in the solitary confinement unit of another state 
prison — who asked that neither his name nor the prison 
at which he works be revealed — says he thinks Tom's 
story about being served feces is “total bullshit.” 

The rest of it, though, he believes: “If an inmate is acting 
like an ass by kicking their door or screaming for no reason or 
threatening COs — or acting like whining children — then 
we have every right to bum them on food, refiise to give 
them their hour of yard and treat them like children. If they 
act like grown men, then we’ll treat them like grown men.” 

I "OUT OF SIGHT" 

It’s unclear how many prisoners at SCI Dallas, or at any 
other state prison, are mentally ill . A study released in 



July by the International Association for Correctional 
and Forensic Psychology that looked at New York City’s 
Rikcr’s Island, Chicago's Cook County Jail and llic Los 
Angeles County Jail determined that 15 percent of each 
of those institutions’ populations was mentally ill. Other 
studies put the percentage much higher, as much as 50 
percent or more. But if you assume that 15 percent of 
SCI Dallas inmates are mentally ill, that’s at least 320 
inmates, who are treated by the four psychologists and 
one psychiatrist the prison usually has available each 
day, Walsh says. Many of these inmates, because of their 
disruptive nature, are bound to wind up in the hole. 

Under any circumstance, says Lobel, the Pittsburgh law 
professor, that’s not where they should be. Even more so if 
the abuse claims made about SCI Dallas' RHU are accurate. 

Nonetheless, he acknowledges, “People don't really want 
to hear about what’s going on in prisons. We want to keep 
prisoners out of sight and out of mind. And so legislators, 
the elite, Congress, they just don’t really want to hear 
about prisoners unless one has been murdered or some- 
thing like that. But if a prisoner's locked up for 10 years, I 
don’t think anyone really wants to hear about how their 
mental health is being influenced by the prison system." 

Walsh, strangely enough, offers a somewhat concurring 
thought. He began his career working for the state in 
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mental health facilities outside DOC's jurisdiction, 

‘1 understand the importance of mental health," he 
says. “But I realized very early on in my career that it was 
a shrinking field and that the Department of Corrections 
is always growing, always getting bigger. I knew there 
were opportunities for advancement hero. You just don't 
have that when you’re working in mental health care." 

■ "NORMATIVE FEATURES" 

An unidentified inmate made reference to Bullock’s death 
in his letters to HRC: “[Alt least one inmate committed sui- 
cide by hanging himself in his cell while I’ve been in this 
RHU. . . . The jail swept that incident under the rug and put 
a new inmate in that cell the very next day.” 

The HRC report contains eight separate accounts from 
inmates in SCI Dallas' RHU who say Bullock was driven 
to suicide by abuse and harassment. Though Bullock was 
clearly predisposed toward killing himself, one inmate, 
Carrington Keys, who's serving up to 70 years following 
robbery and assault convictions, said there were COs who 
“encouraged prisoner Matthew Bullock to kill himself.” 
Keys also claims that COs in Dallas' RHU bragged about 
their role in Bullock’s suicide. 

Isaac Sanchez, 24, serving up to seven years for charges 
related to a York burglary in late 2006, wrote that COs 



at Dallas had called Bullock a “child molester, snitch, 
pedophile and many other disrespectful names.” Sanchez 
wrote that COs also told Bullock “that they don’t take his 
suicide threats seriously and that if he wanted or needed 
a helping hand to assist his suicide task/threat," all he 
had to do was ask. 

David Sierra, 30, who’s serving time at SCI Dallas for a 
slew of 1997 Lebanon County charges including multiple 
counts of arson, robbery and aggravated assault, wrote 
that COs called “Bullock a child molester, and rapist," 
and “antagonized Bullock for days, telling him to kill 
himself," Sierra wrote. “This was an ongoing process until 
[Bullock] did what they forced him to do," 

And John Paolino, 40, who's serving up to five years for 
DUI- and drug-related charges, wrote, “I hung myself 
Nov. 12 [20081, and all these people did was lock me in 
a room naked for 18 days and take every medication 
that had helped me. I wouldn’t have hung myself if they 
would’ve [listened] to me. If they wouldn’t have continu- 
ally messed with all my medications.” 

According to DOC statistics, 13 prisoners died at SCI 
Dallas in 2009. Aside from Bullock’s suicide, 1 1 deaths were 
listed as “natural"; another was considered “undetermined.” 

The HRC report doesn't blame any one person for 
Bullock's death; instead, it holds the system responsible. 
The report says, COs’ physical abuse, combined with 



the system’s unwillingness to deal with mental health 
issues, disinclination to listen to inmate grievances and 
reliance on solitary confinement — HRC labels solitary 
confinement “torture” in and of itself, a controversial 
position — creates an environment in which “physical 
abuse and assault, sexual harassment and violence . . . 
psychological torment, medical deprivation, deprivation 
of food, exposure to dangerously unhygienic conditions, 
constant intimidation and retaliation, and the subver- 
sion of prisoners’ due process rights are normative fea- 
tures of prison life in Pennsylvania.” 

No trial date has been set for the Bullocks’ lawsuit, and 
DOC has yet to file its answer to their complaint. But 
when all is said and done, Bret Grote of HRC hopes the 
case sheds some light on how DOC operates. 

He writes in an e-mail: “The death of Matthew Bullock 
and the routine torture and abuse of prisoners in solitary 
confinement should open people’s eyes to the reality that 
the prison system is anything but a correctional system. 

. . . |DOC| needs to be completely overhauled.”

’STACHE FROM THE PAST 

Visual artist Scott Chasse hops on the handle- 
bars to ride a trend to its pre-ironic roots.

L ike flannel shirts and Wayfarers, the moustache has risen 
triumphantly, inexplicably, from the dead. It’s out there 
right now, sprouting handlebar-style from bike couriers’ 
upper lips. It’s screenprinted on T-shirts and tea towels sold 
for cheap on Etsy; it’s the center of attention at theme parties 
and facial-hair competitions. But New York -based artist Scott 
Chasse is not simply capitalizing on an oversaturated trend with 
“Moustache Bar.” The traveling exhibit, which makes its debut 
Friday at Old City production studio/gallery space Stupid Easy, 
is inspired by a time when moustaches exuded machismo, not 
hipster repurposing. Accompanying his meticulous dot-paint- 
ings of quintessential 'stache-man Burt Reynolds is a three- 
dimensional, 1970s-era “basement bar” installation which comes 
complete with lounge chair, vintage stereo equipment and bar 
paraphernalia — a setup designed to remind us of old-school 
masculinity or, at the very least, our dads when we were young. 
We caught up with Chasse via e-mail to get to the bottom of the 
upper-lip phenomenon. 

City Paper. You’ve painstakingly dot-painted Burt Reynolds 
what seems like dozens of times. Why focus on him and the ’70s 



( as opposed to, say, Tbm Selleck and the ’80s)? 

Scott Chasse: First, I wanted to work with a celebrity image 
that hadn't already been played out in a Chuck Norris sort of 
way. Fd like my artwork to connect with people as art, not as 
kitsch. I feel the longevity of Burt Reynolds’ career is a bigrea- 
son why his likeness is so universally recognized, so he seemed 
to be a good choice for an image that would grab a large audience 
— an audience that often wonders, “Why is he painting Burt 
Reynolds so much?” Second is a more personal connection. I 
guess to put it bluntly, Burt reminds of what my dad looked like 
when I was a kid ( I was born

CP: Is this collection — and its accompanying basement bar — a 
comment on stereotypical masculinity, or is it just a bachelor-pad 
moment frozen in time?

To me, the look on Burt’s face exemplifies an overly 
confident machismo circa late '70s and early '80s, a time when 
there was an accepted percentage of chauvinism much higher 
than today. His moustache is a connection between then and now,

ORLANDO 

[ A- ] TO WATCH SALLY POTTER'S Orlando is to be transported back to another time 
— not the 17 th century, where the film begins, or any of the 300-odd years that follow, 
but 1992, when an art-house movie with a virtual unknown cast could still muster' the 
resources to stage Elizabethan pageantry and cross continents in pursuit of a director's 
singular vision. As you watch boats filled with flickering candles scud across the water, 
or a detachment of icebound Russians slide through the snow, it’s hard not to feel a 
sense of longing for a more munificent era. Tilda Swinton’s quasi-immortal, gender- 
bending noble — a man first, and then, after a brush with the horrors of the battlefield, 
a woman — may be a figure out of time, but Orlando is heavily indebted to the movies of 
Derek Jarman and Fteter Greenaway, directors who played — more inventively, it must 
be said, than Pbtterdoes here — with the hidebound 
conventions of the period piece. Sandy Powell, who 
would win the first of several Oscars for Shakespeare in 
Love, tweaks the breeches and hoop skirts just enough 
to instill a sense of self-awareness — a glittering, chi- 
tinous gown adds an almost futuristic flavor — while 
still giving audiences their pomp and circumstance. Loosely adapting Virginia Woolf’s 
novel, Ritter splits her story, a tad too neatly, into sections, captioned “Fblitics,” "Society" 
and so forth. Although Potter taps queer icons to fill key roles — Quentin Crisp as 
Queen Bess, Bronski Beat’s Jimmy Somerville as a falsetto angel — Orlando's politics 
are fairly subdued, deferring to the sublime opacity of Swinton’s performance. In her 
alabaster androgyny, she personifies the film’s bluntly stated thesis: "Same person . . . 
just a different sex.” Although Orlando flirts with Billy Zane’s ripe-lipped American, 
who may himself be a sexual flip-flopper, Potter cheekily rewrites the end ofWoolfs 
book so that Orlando ends up alone, with only her writing to sustain her. With anatomy 
up for grabs, art is the one thing that lasts forever. — Sam Adams

CP: What should Philly audi- 
ences expect from this show?

satirizing a desperate, dying publishing industry, Langer diag- 
noses the recent glut of fraudulent memoirs as a symptom of 
reality confusion: he peppers his Lower East Side and Brooklyn 
settings with both real and thinly veiled writers’ scandals. But 
once the confidence game starts in earnest, the struggling- 
writer quips give way to a series of stories nested inside each 
other, and Thieves becomes a self-referential delight, a closed 
world of books and plots and libraries. 

The heightened self-referentiality ot Thieves, believable 
because of its brio and thoroughness, finds a more earnest 
reflection in Don Winslow's Savages (Simon & Schuster, July 
1 3). Winslow hasn't strayed far from the border between SoCal 
and Baja's drug cartels; his cult-classic Power of the Dog 
ponderously and exhaustively laid out a saga ot the border 
drug trade, heavy-handed in its exposition and judgment. 

Savages is a different beast— no less violent, but consid- 
erably more fun. Winslow spins a yam about two small-time 
pot dealers resisting a hostile cartel takeover, but he gilds the 
slight story with stoner tangents and Valley-girl distractions. 
The slowed-down, spaced-out haze of the story creeps across 
the pages, with sentences broken out into short free-verse 
lines and an infectious cadence pulling along each digression. 
It’s almost a surprise, near the end, when Winslow spits out 
a scathing indictment of the society that created his charac- 
ters and enables their actions — but only almost, because 
Winslow's woven a conscience through the book. 



Tafoya, like Winslow and Langer, also 
works in a heightened reality. His Phila- 
delphia story, for all the realistic grit of its 
settings, gets pulled and shaped by genre 
and plot, which shows in his missteps (like 
the overlong confession, which ties up too 
many loose ends In easy bows) as well as 
his homages (like Orlando's long walks 
through the dockside neighborhoods, 
echoing David Goodis' voice). 

It’s this heightened sense ot the city that 
shows how much Tafoya's learned from 
writers like Goodis and George Pelecanos. 
It comes out in the way Orlando emerges 
as the main character from five or so 
competing voices, simply through the 
sophistication of Tafoya's characterization. 
He’s a hard-luck case who understands 
himself and his addiction, and can use 
that self-knowledge to see through and 
understand other broken lives. It comes out 
in his use of place, where the city becomes 
an immersive element that soaks its way 
into character and plot and story, dyeing 
everything, if only a little. And because of 
that,Taloya can create a story that couldn't 
possibly happen anywhere else, whose 
tragedies are as universal and individual 
as “those staggering, operatic Philadelphia 
murals" Orlando loves.

GREAT TRASH 

Harmony Korine's Trash Humpers hits 
I -House for a one-night-only weirdfest.

B* TRASH HUMPERS I Sal., Aug. 7, 7p.m., $8, Ibrahim Theaterat 
International House, 3701 Chestnut St., 21 5-387-51 25, ihousephiIly.org 
oments alter the lights came up on die premiere of 
Harmony Korine's Trash Humpers at theToronto 
International Film Festival last fall, a twentysomething in 
a jaunty chapeau jumped to his feet and asked, “So, like, what was 
the point of the movie?" 

Without missing a beat, Korine shot back, “What’s the point of 
your hat?” 

In practice, Korine vacillates between letting his art speak for 
itself and explaining it ad nauseam — not only the point of his 
hat, but why it represents a new frontier in hat-making and ren- 
ders all previous hats obsolete. 

Trash Humpers does best without explanation. Shoton smeared, 
lo-fi VHS tape, the film (so to speak) is styled as a faux found object, 
the kind of thing that might be discovered in a pile of junk stacked 
by the curb. As if its smudged, underlit images weren't enough of an 
affront, it was edited on a pairof daisy-chained VCRs, adding layers 
of degradation to its already unsightly tableaux.The image wobbles 
and the sound warps as the decks whir up to speed , marred by bhie- 



screen static and the telltale “auto-tracking” indicator. 

The movie plunges us into the world of three misshapen mal- 
contents — four if you count the largely unseen figure wielding 
the camera — drifting across a desolate urban landscape, sowing 
destruction as they go.They getiton with what one calls “that sweet 
trash pussy." thrusting uway at garbage cans and fella ting dead tree 
brandies. They smash televisions and fluorescent lightbulbs, shoot 
hoops and sing songs in a screechy Southern twang 
Shards of structure bob to the surface like the aftermath of a 
shipwreck, but only enough to keep us from going under. Recurring 
actions or snatches of dialogue give us a sense ofthe passage of time, 
as one nattering mantra gives way to the next. The lyrics of the 

Carter Family’s mournful “Single 
1 t does DeSt GirLMarriedGuTaretakenup 

for several scenes, replaced by the 

explanation, nonsense refrain,“Makeitmakeit 

don’t take it! Make it make it don't 
fake it!” The repetition drills the words into your brain, whether or 
not you care to have them there. 

Toward the end, Korine finally lets down his guard, appearing 
onscreen as the fourth Humper to layout a sodopath's manifesto: 
“What people don't understand is we choose to live, like, free . . . We 
choose to live like a people should live.” Chaotic, liberating, excessive 
and sometimes just plain dumb, Trash Humpers takes that sen ti- 
mentand runs with it. You’re fine to think Korine’s a pretentious 
asshole — you’ll have plenty of company. But he’s working in areas 
where no one else dares to tread. Whether that’s brave or foolhardy, 
it’s worth deciding for yourself

32 percent of the bees that were around when he started keeping. 

In addition to being the 200th birthday ot tamed Philly beekeeper Lorenzo 
Langstroth , it's this decrease in honey-bunnies that prompted the Academy 
of Natural Sciences to make bees the theme of their third annual Buglest. 
The creepy-crawly testiviles will bring back staples such as the Roach Race 
500 — a cockroach derby designed to teach visitors what makes the little 
buggers run — and some bee -centric events such asSunflower's“Dancing 
with the Honeybees," an interactive educational workshop that presents 
complex Ideas concerning ecology through dance, participatory theater and 
storytelling. "I wanted to leach children about tile cycles andthe environment. 
I saw bees as a natiral method for fiat" Sunflower explains 
Even If youcan’t stand 'em, bees are vital toour ecosystem, Sunflower says. 
"We're not getting asgood polinafon of our ftuits and vegetables as we did 30 
years ago, which raises prtces and increases scarcity," Sunflower warns. 

Sunflower is referring to the tragic phenomenonknownas Colony Collapse 
Disorder (CCD). According to fie U.S. Dept, of Agriculture, CCD is a result 
of both natural and unnatural causes including mite infestation, pesticide 
poisoning andstress-induced immunodeficiency.

Agriculture programs. or CSAs. have long beencom- 
moditieswith Philly's buy-fresh, buy-local crowd 
— folks drop a lump sum for shipments of In-season 
goodnessfrom area famis, then spend a week bol- 
stering their vitamin intake and fretting over what to 
do with 4 pounds of Jerusalem artichokes. 

The CSA model is a brilliant opti on for city dwell- 
ers who want to get their hands on the best green 
stuff, but many programs offer little to no love 
when it comes to meat, wouldn't it be sweet to 
have access to a thick, juicy CSP — Community 
Supported Porterhouse? 

That's precisely what Jessica Moore is doing 
with Philadelphia Cow Share (PCS). Launched in 
March. PCS narrows the disconnect separating 
cattle from urban carnivores by provid ing the bulk- 
purchasing option logistically unattainable via 
farmers market, co-op orgrocery store visit 

Moore grew up in Indiana, where she says her 
familyengagedinasimilar. if more informal, prac- 
tice with herd tenders. She selects farms in sur- 
rounding counties (Chester. Delaware, Lancaster, 
Meroer) that raise cows the right way— grass- 
fed, hormone- and antibiotic-free. Some of these 
clients are not even in the beef business — Moore 
says shegravitates toward farmsteads that rely on 
a bovine population “as part of the general health 
of their farm and their agricultural businesses," 
citing a Lancaster-based fruit orcha rd that raises 
cows on its hilly topography as an example. 

From here, Moore oversees the butchering, 
processing, packaging and delivery of each PCS 
order, which can be placed for a quarter, half or 
whole cow — each order comes strictly from one 
individual animal. (Prices vary depending on the 
sizeof the cow. but S995 is provided as a ball park 
quarter price.) Quarters range anywhere from 85 
to 130 pounds of meatand feature a wide variety 
of cuts, from flank steak and filet to top round 
and cubed meat for stews in the winter. Moore 
estimates that a charter share requires 5.5cubic 
feetoffreezerspace, and will lastafamilythat eats 
red meat oncea weekforabouta year. 

“I’m buying from afarmer. I’m payi ng a butcher 
and a processing company, all of whom are fam- 
ily-owned and local ," says Moore of PCS' appeal 
to the meat-eating , geo- conscious popu lace. “ The 
money that [customeis] are payi ng stays right in 
this region. People care about that’

ARTS AND KRAFT 

Built by artisan hands, Fishtown’s new bar is as 
good as it is good-looking . By Adam Erace

H aters say bars in Fishtown are full of trash, and in the 
case of newcomer Kraftwork, they couldn’t be more accu- 
rate. Over the past year, the corner of 
Montgomery and Girard has become a spectacu- 
lar dump, an enchanted cemetery where spare 
parts make fair art at the hands oflocal sculptor 
Andrew Jevremovic. Discarded driver’s-side 
truck mirrors have become bathroom vanities. 

Old cymbal-shaped aluminum disks have become light fixtures 
that hover around the ceiling like a flotilla of toy-shop UFOs. 

Fazzio Machine & Steel owns Kraftwork’s picturesquely crum- 
bling bricks. The firm tapped Jevremovic, a haunteroftheir 
Glassboro steelyards, to redesign and fabricate a space for a then- 
undetermined bar concept; he then tapped his neighbor Adam 
Ritter, owner of G-Ho’s Sidecar, to mim age the project 
Ritter signed on halfway into the renovation, well before 
Jevremovic installed the room’s piece de resistance above the U- 
shaped bar: a giant steel-and-wood saw that looks like a prop from 




the movie of the same name. But instead of bound-and-gagged 
sinners, beer heads gather beneath to geek out over 23 traditional 
taps, one nitre and a hand-pump. Color-changing panels, built into 
the bar's base, cast a neon glow onto bare, bike-tanned legs. 

On tap: cultish suds like Russian River Registration, Avery 
Collaboration Not Litigation and Southern Tier Oak-Aged 
Unearthly Imperial IPA, boosting a rosterflush with local brews. 
All are organized on blueprint placemat menus, columns for 
details like style, ABV, glass size and price. One grid tells what's 
on tap, while a mirror lists the planned replacement for each. 

When Pike land Pils kicked, my server brandished his ballpoint, 
scratched it out and drew a line across the menu to the keg on deck: 
Dogfish Head Sah’tea.This happened twice during one dinner at 
Kraftwork, a great sign — quick keg turnover means fresh beer. 

Brews gets top billing, but you shouldn’t

Gaal's cocktails. Appropriately, they’re 
named for famous architects like Walter 



Gropius (El Jimadorreposado, Lillet and 
apple-caraway shrub, a colonial soda prototype) and Gio ftrati 
(Campari, honey, orange, Pabst Blue Ribbon), and are as excellent 
as they are unexpected. So is Kraftwork’s staff subscribers to the 
nonchalant excellence school of service. My everydude waiter did 
eveiything a fine-dining waiter would do, except be a dick. 

There was passion in his voice when he described the farm-fresh 
pedigree of the green tomatoes in one golden-fried starter — loca- 
vore lip-service perhaps, but delivered with sincerity that sug- 
gested otherwise. Either way, the pastoral reflection was laid on as

judiciously as the frothy horseradish dressing on those 
tomato wagon wheels, which chef Michael Thomas soaks 
in tang-amplifying buttermilk, dredges in panko and 
Parmesan, then sends to the fryer. 

Thomas' menu features a small collection of core reci- 
pes, but regulars can expect about half a dozen specials 
keeping things interesting. Those tomatoes were one, 
a snapshot of a microseason that extends to the ever- 
changing produce on the shareable (and totally vegan) 
vegetable board. Vivid-hued blanched and grilled 
seasonal veggies (asparagus, Brussels sprouts, stiletto 
carrots and French breakfast radishes on my visit) 
marched a Candy Land lane down a butcher-block tray. 
They wound around an addictive sesame-lemon whip, 
cheeky chickpea “faux-gras" (convincing down to the 
scored, caramelized surface) and a luscious squash-and- 
eggplant terrine layered with tangy tofu “ricotta” that 
tasted loss like carpenter's caulk than you'd think. For 
just $12, it could feed an army of anti-gavage activists. 

But before you starting thinking Thomas’ food is all 
pious veggies, may I present the rabbit terrine, a coral- 
colored slab involving layers of smoky bacon, funky 
chicken livers and lots of lean, mean bunny meat. The 
rabbit is available solo if you ask, or part of a respect- 
able charcuterie plate if you don't. (The rabbit's cured 
castmates are all outsourced, but Thomas promises 
house-made once the humidity tapers off.) The terrine 
bloomed with a savory woodland intensity 1 loved, even 
if 1 didn't love its accoutrements: pickled peppers, grainy 
mustard, cornichons and shards of herbed flatbread that 
stabbed at my gums. A sweet fruit complement would 
better balance; a boring old baguette would do. 

Look for entrees on special, or cop one of four sand- 
wiches that are always available. Beer-can chicken 
veers from the redneck tradition of sodomizing a roaster 
with canned brew and cooking it on the grill — instead, 
Thomas slow-braises his birds directly in beer, the way his 
mom did when he was growing up in Queens. Using PBR 
and chef-fave Giannonc birds arc Thomas’ only modifica- 
tions. After braising, he pulls the suds-soaked meat and 
layers it with sharp provolone and frizzled long hots on 
Wild Flour Bakery buns, resulting in a sandwich with 
even more juiciness than the backyard original. Snappy 
apple-cabbage slaw came as a side, but the sandwich itself 
craved crunch. Rosemary so dominated the garlic-and- 
herb-flecked French fries it was as if a crazy old granny 
had disemboweled a cedar-closet sachet over them. 

It’s encouraging that my other quibbles have already 
been rectified. The wilted Swiss chard that felt too win- 
try for the harissa-lashed ricotta dumplings has already 
been nixed for sprightlier watercress. The pork Krispie 
treats, buzzed-up chicharrones and swatches of bacon 
bound with melted bacon-fat marshmallow and dipped 
in dark chocolate, are on furlough till farther notice. 

If you need something sweet, you could do worse than 
the chocolate terrine in a pool of berry coulis. In the 
right light, its splinters of salty walnut brittle could be 
mistaken for recycled glass. At Kraftwork, trash not 
only looks good — it tastes good, too.
